The principal. contributors to our list of records for the past 
season are, for Phanerogams, the Rev. O. M. Feilden, Messrs. H. E, 
Forrest and George Potts, while a welcome contribution to the Mosses 
and Hepatics of Abdon, Brown Clee Hill, has been furnished by Mr. 
J. B, Duncan, and a welcome promise has heen received from Mr, W. B. 
Allen, of a catalogue of very interesting Fungi, lately observed in the 
County by him, Mr. Carleton Rea aad Dr. Paul, The plants noted by 
Mr, Feilden are a most satisfactory addition to what is known from 
Division IJ., embracing the Ellesmere, Whittington and Frankton 
districts, but few records having been received from thence of late 
years. We still, to complete the Botanical Survey of the County, 
require a more extended survey of Districts I. (a small division, just 
south of Chirk), VI, the S.-W. or Clun neighbourhood, and the N.-E, 
portion of XJ., Woore and its environs. 


We have not yet given up all hope of the publication of the 
County Flora, now well written up to the year 1914: but this delay 
will not have been in vain if the exploration of these districts just 
mentioned be carried out satisfactorily, and the work thus rendered 
as perfect as possible. As will be seen by our Records of the past 
five years of war-time, a considerable amount of new material and 
fresh localities for plants already Imown to occur in the County has 
been added, and it is much to be hoped that more botanical workers 
may be found to enthusiastically further this congenial task. I may 
add, the death in May last of our hon. member, Rev. W. Moyle Rogers, 
F.L.S., in his 84th year, removes the greatest British student of the 
difficult group, the Rubi, in which he was the pre-eminent authority ; 
he had given much help to us in the past, for which we shall ever be

FUNGI. 


The foliowing list comprises the noteworthy species met with, 
on a number of excursions, in the autumn. of 1919 and 1920, On each 
of these forays I had the pleasure of the company of the Very Rev. 
Dr. Paul (the eminent Scottish mycologist) and of Mr. Carleton Rea, 
who has acted, for many years, as Secretary of the British Mycological 
Society. Our visit to Acton Burnell was made most.enjoyable and 
most profitable through the kindness of the Rev. Serjeantson, who 
guided us through the Park to the most favourable ground and assisted 
us in every possible way. 


The nomenclature is a continuation of the old method originally 
adopted by Mr. W. Phillips for Shropshire records. This naming is 
well understood by all botanists, and, for the sake of uniformity, I 
have not attempted to follow the modern upheavals, caused by recent 
‘decisions at International Botanical Congresses. 


It is interesting to note that Lycoperdon velaium, Vitt., a beautiful 
puff-ball, which was first recorded for Britain from Hawthorn Dingle, 
has been met with on several later occasions at Tickwood. My wife 
(who has only the most elementary knowledge of Fungi) discovered 
the profuse growth at Lutwyche, and came at once to tell me that 
she had found a beautiful blush-coloured puff-ball. It is most satis- 
dactory to note that the characteristics of this species, which we first 
found in Shropshire, are sufficiently striking to appeal even to a novice.

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ZOOLOGY. 


tt is gratifying to report that the Goldcrest and Long-tailed 
Tit, which were almost exterminated by.the frost of 1917, have at 
length recovered and are now almost as numerous as ever. No fewer 
than nine nests of the latter species were found in a limited area near 
Church Stretton. In the same district a pair of Ravens nested and 
successfully reared a brood of three young, A Marsh Harrier was seen 
on the Longmynd, and a Hen Harrier shot at Cruckton. <A pair of 
Hobbies were seen repeatedly near Middletown in early summer, so 
there is litte doubt that they bred in the district. The Little Owl is 
now firmly established in various parts of the district, and at least 
two broods were reared at Acton Burnell. A pair of Pied Flycatchers 
reared a brood in a nesting-box at Church Stretton; this was in the 
next garden to the one where they nested the previous year. Besides 
the ustal passing gulls, Shropshire was visited by the following seafowl : 
Manx Shearwater at Lilleshall, Guillemot at Acton Burnell, and Scoter 
on Marton Pool, near Chirbury. A Hoopoe was seen at Ellesmere, and, 
—I am glad to say—not shot. 


Summer migrants arrived at about average dates, but certain 
species——notably the Cuckoo, Swift, and Swallow—-were distinctly 
early in their appearance. There are several records, too, of early 
nesting of the Blackbird, Shrike, and Chaffinch, 


Asmongst the more notable records from North Wales are the 
occurrence of the Dolphin and Bottle-nosed Dolphin, Black Redstart, 
Snow Bunting, Dotterel, Velvet Scoter, and Little Auk. The Wood- 
lark was noted in several localities around Newtown. An example-of 
the curious red variety of the Polecat was taken near Aberystwyth, 
and others of the ordinary colour at Garthmyl, Montgomery, and

There are very few records for the past season. Butterflies 
were exceedingly scarce in the district, even the small Tortoiseshell,:

Diprrra.—A preliminary list of the Diptera of South Shropshire, 
collected in the neighbourhood of Shrewsbury between the years 
1913—1920, has been prepared by Mr. Herbert Bury, comprising 
about 250 or more species, It naturally contains the larger and more 
showy forms, and shows the county to be rich in this order of Insects. 
It includes two species especially noteworthy from their extreme rarity, 
viz.: a Tachinid Lypa rerrucinea, Meig, and the Syrphid, Pocota 
APIFORMIS, Schyk, much resembling a large Humble-Bee, recorded from 
Longner by Mr. R. F, L. Burton, The majority of the species were 
found either in the grounds of Meole Hall, Longner Hail, or Bomere.

GARDEN CROPS. 





From all districts the prevailing opinion was that the 
year was a decidedly disappointing one for gardeners. The 
continued wet, cold, sunless weather of spring, together with 
late frosts, blighted all prospects which earlier in the year 
gave good promise, Vegetables were indifferent and of tree 
fruit there was practically none. The tables at our local 
shows well displayed the poverty of 1920.
